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Everyone  in  the  family  can  help  keep  the  bath- 
room clean.  Each  should: 

•  Turn  off  faucets. 

•  Rinse  out  the  sink. 

•  Hang  up  towels  and  washcloths. 

•  Wash  out  the  bathtub  after  use. 

•  Flush  the  toilet  after  each  use. 

•  Never  put  any  kind  of  paper  but  toilet  paper 
in  the  toilet. 


To  Clean  the  Sink,  Faucets, 
Tub,  or  Shower: 

•  Wash  with  a  soapy  cloth  or  sponge. 

•  Use  fine  scouring  powder  for  dirty  marks. 

•  Rinse  with  clear  water. 

•  Bleach  stains  with  a  household  bleach  mixed 
with  water.  Strong  bleaches  will  damage  the 
enamel. 

•  Pipes  can  stop  up.  If  drains  are  slow,  use  a 
special  drain  cleaner. 
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To  Clean  the  Toilet: 

•  Wash  the  tank,  bowl,  seat,  and  Hd  with  hot, 
soapy  water. 

•  Scrub  the  inside  of  the  toilet  bowl  with  a  long- 
handled  brush  and  scouring  powder. 

Never  use  this  brush  for  anything  else. 

•  You  can  use  a  special  cleaner  for  toilet  bowls 
to  take  away  stains  and  smells. 


CAUTION: 

Don't  use  a  bleach  and  a  toilet  cleaner  at 
the  same  time.  This  makes  poison  fumes. 
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
